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Gov. Bradley’s Veto Message 


STaTE or NEVADA, 


EXxEcuTIvE DEPARTMENT, 
March 1, 1877. 


To the Honorable, the Senate: I re- 
turn without my approval Senate bill 
No. 126, “An Act amending and sup- 
plementary to ‘an Act providing for 
the taxation of the net proceeds of the 
mines,’”’ approved February 28, 1871. 

This bill amends the Act of 1871 
and reduces the taxable property of 
the State about twenty per cent. The 
friends of this measure admit that the 
reduction of the assessment on pro- 
ceeds of mines will be by this bill 

thirty-one and a half per cent. Oth- 
ers anticipate a reduction of from for- 
ty-seven to fifty per cent. at the least. 
Two incipal season ‘are advanced 
wh is bill should become a law:

The interests of the State demand 
that if there is any in the as- 
sessment of this property, it should 
be upward and not downward. But 
as a matter of fact, we know that the 
proceeds of mines have been taxed at 
a lower rate of assessment than the 
real and personal property of the 
State. | 

In 1875 the proceeds of the. mines 
exceeded $35,000,000, and less than 
$18,000,000 were taxed, leaving $18,- 

ng to 

the State or county. In 1876 the pro- 
duct of the mines was over pat 
? taxes, 
and$19,000,000 did no Be @ cent, 
And recollect, to, that this tax on pro- 
ceeds of the mines is, as far as the two 
companies demanding this reduction 
are concerned, purely a tax on profits, 
the easiest tax paid that can possibly 
be levied. But if the provisions of 
this bill were not so palpably unjust 
to the great mass of taxpayers as they 
are; if they did not release from taxa- 
tion the small portion of the property 
of these two companies now taxed 
and place just the same burdens upon 
the people of the State; if they did 
not exempt the property of wealthy 
non-residents and | down the 
weaker and poorer people for whom 
we are legislating, there would yet 
be one objection to this bill which 
would force me to withhold my ap- 
val. I refer to its unconstitutional- 
ity. Article X of the Constition reads 

Section 1. The Legislature shall 
provide by law for a uniform and 
equal rate of assessment and taxation, 
and shall prescribe such regulations as 
shall secure a just valuation for taxa- 
tion of all property, real personal and 

ry, excepting mines and min- 
ing claims, the proceeds of which 
alone shall be taxed, and also except- 
ing such property as may be exempted 
by law for municipal, educational, 
literary, scientific, religious or char- 
itable purposes. 

It is admitted that the two compa- 
nies that ask for this bill have never 
been assessed otherwise than as pro- 
vided for by the Constitution, and it 
is also admitted that the present bill 
will reduce their assessment thirty- 
one and a half per cent., and I claim, 
therefore, that it does not “secure a 
just valuation for taxation.” Our Su- 
perior Court, speaking of the consti- 
tutionality of this tax law, on page 
179 Third Nevada Reports, says: The 
closing sentence of section 99 directs 
a tax to be levied on three fourths of 
reviously ascertained, of 
the pr s of the mines. This is 
clearly unconstitutional. The value 
once being asertained, the whole value 
is taxable at the same rate as all other 
property.” 

In a previous case, the Court, in 
coustruing Article P, holds that ‘the 
leading feature of this section is, that 
the taxation shall be equal and uni- 
form, and that the proceeds of the 
mines only shall be taxed. In other 
words, whilst the body of the mine re- 
mains untaxed, the ore taken out shall 
be subject to the same ad valorem 
taxation as other property.” 

If the Court holds that this section 
requires “the same ad valorem taxa- 
tion as other property,” what mght 
has the Legislature to fix the assess- 
ment and declare that it shall! be thir- 
ty-one and a half per cent. less than 
“other property?” And, speaking of 
the compromise made by the Conven- 
tion that framed the Constitution, the 
Court says: 

“The result seems to have been a 
compromise of the extrewe views of 
each party, which is clearly expressed 
in the Constitution, and embraces two 
main propositions: First--That all 
property assessed for an ad valorem 
tax should be liable to pay the same 
percentage. Second—That unproduc- 
tive mines should be entirely free 
from taxation, whilst those which were 
productive should pay the regular ad 
valorem tax on the products, instead 
of the asme tax onthe body of the 
mine itself.. There can be no doubt 
butit was the intention that the en- 
tire product should be taxed in heu 
of the body ofthe mine.” 

All these decisions of our highest 
court show that all the net proceeds 
of the mines must be taxed, and any 
arbitrary fixing by the Legislature of 
a lower standard of assessment and 
taxation is, in my judgment, uncon- 
stitutional. Weare sent here as the 
sworn servants of the le, to ex- 
ecute and carry out their will. There 
is no power on earth torelease us 
from the pledges exacted of us by our 
constituents except themselves. The 


| success or failure of our Government 
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y tosay, will meet their 
people and receive the reward of “well 
done, and faithful servants.” 
Many will go forth from this feast of

ture. Whatever may be the fate of 
this bill, I feel that I have done what 
the people of this State had a right to 
expect of me, aud I heroby submit a 
portion of their instructions to show 
the ground on which I have acted. 

From the Republican State plat- 
form, 1876: Seventh— Whereas, in all 
just et ncaspnety, the principles of 
equal on are recognized as best 
calculated to reetest the different 
properties and industries of the cow- 
munity from invidious taxation; and, 
whereas, it is eminently just and 
proper that the mining industries of 
the State should bear their prepor- 
tionate of the burdens of taxa- 
tion; , Whereas, the Constitution 
requires the taxation of all property 
within the State and directly author- 
izes the taxation of the proceeds of 
the mines; and, whereas, the present 
method of ascertaining values for the 
assessment of the proceeds of the 
mines is not oppressive to that in- 
terest and does not in any manner dis- 
criminate against such interest, there- 
fore the Republican party is opposed 
to any repeal of the present law pro- 
viding for the taxation of the net pro- 
ceeds of the mines, looking to any 
different method of arriving at values 
for the purpose of taxation. 

From the Democratic State plat- 
form, 1876: Seventh—We favor. an 
economical udmiuistration of our 
State, county aud municipal govern- 
ments; that taxation be so regulated 
that no surplus revenue be accumu- 
lated; that all property, including the 
net proceeds of the mines, shall bear 
its equal burden of taxation; and we 
are opposed to any legislation in any 
wise exempting such proceeds from 
taxation. 

From the Elko county Republican 
platform: Eleventh—That the Senator 
and Assemblymen this day nominated 
are, in the event of their election, 
requested to use all honorable means 
in their power to prevent the repeal of 
the so-called “bullion tax,” and in the 
opinion of this Convention the net 
proceeds of the mines should pay their 
just proportion of taxes for the sup- 
port of our government, as with other 
kinds of property. 

Eureka county Democratic platform. 
September 26th. 1876: We believe the 
law now in force in this State com- 
monly known asthe “bullion tax law” 
to be just and equitable. We oppose 
any modification of that law as un- 
just to the citizen and resident miner, 
and solely in the interests of foriegn 
and aggregated capital, and we pledge 
ourselves to support no one for a leg- 
islative position who does not pledge 
himself as opposed to such reduction. 

Lyon county Citizens’ platform: 
That taxation be so regulated -that no 
surplus revenue be accumulated, and 
that all property, including the net 
proceeds of the mines, shall bear its 
equal burden of taxation, and that we 
are opposed to any legislation in any- 
wise exempting such net proceeds 
from taxation. 3 

Humboldt County Democratic plat- 
form, September 30th, 1876: That we 
favor the just and equal taxation of all 
property, including the net proceeds 


of the mines, and are opposed to any} 


legislation exempting such proceeds 
from taxation; and we pledge our 
nominees for the Senate and Assem- 
bly to use all proper and legitimate 
means to prevent such unjust legisla- 
tion. 

White Pine County Republican plat- 
form: That to encourage the develop- 
ment of mines we favor the exemption 
of such mines from taxation as _pro- 
duce but a limited number of tons per 
quarter; that we oppose the repeal of 
the “bullion tax law,” but favor a 
modification of the same. } 

Storey county Democratic platform : 
That we are opposed to the exemption 
of bullion from taxation, and favor 
such legislation only as shall subject 
all property, including the net pro- 
ceeds of the mines, to a just taxation, 
and which shall be sufficient to defray 
the necessary expenses of the State, 
county and municipal gehen 
honestly and ecunomically adminis- 
tered, with no exemptions or special 
privileges to any. 

Lincoln County Democratic plat- 
form: That we are 0 to the ex- 
emption of bullion from taxation, and 
favor er legislation tee y a 
subject al y, in the net 

roceeds mene. to myst taxa- 
tion, and which shall be sufficient to 
defray the necessary expenses of the 
State, county and municipal govern- 
ments honestly and economically ad- 
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officers will do their duty. The tax 
suits cannot be delayed by appeal to 
the United States Courts, as they have 
no jurisdiction in such cases. It is 
very desirable to have passed what is 
known as the Nichols bill, but it is 
not a necessity. I, however,‘deem it 
very important to pass a loan bill be- 
fore you adjourn, to bridge over the 
few months that may intervene before 
the bonanza mines can be compelled 
to pay their taxes now in arrears.

Virginia City Items.

Just at this 
juncture of the unique proceedings an 
officer arrived and took Johnson under 
his protection.

FREIGHTS AND Fares.—Railway 

companies must prepare themselves 
for a quiet submission to the sovereign 
will of State Legislatures regarding 
the regulation of their rates of fare 
and freight. The dispatches contain 
the following important announce- 
ment: 
_ Washington, March 2—The Su- 
preme Court to-day decided in favor 
of the validity of the Potter law of 
Wisconsin, which is in effect that 
States have the right to fix the maxi- 
mum rate of charge to be made by 
railroads for freight or passenger trans- 
portation through their limits until 
Congress shall act concerning the re- 
lations of inter-State commerce. A 
State may, therefore, regulate prices 
so far as they are of domestic concern. 
A decision was made in the case of 
Iowa. 

Now, then, in order that there may 
be a uniformity in these rates is it not 
highly necessary that Congress should 
attempt to solve this vexatious and in- 
tricate problem? This decision con- 
firms the wisdom of Mr. Gorham's pa- 
per on the subject of legislation—Car-
